MacVeagh's Questions Answered. 


Chicago Tribune. In his Springfield 


speech Mr. MacVeagh asked Senator 
Cullom three questions. In his Robin 
son speech Senator Cullom has answered 
the three questions succinctly and suc- 
cessfully, and in such a manner that it 
will not bo necessary for Mr. MacVeagh 
to ask them again. While gratifying 
the letter's curiosity the senator has 
supplied him with some useful informa- 
tion. 


Mr. MacVeagh's first question was, 


whether the Republican party, if it were 
returned to power—a result which he 
evidently does not consider improbable— 
would ruin business by renewing the 
agitation of the tariff. To this absurd 
question Senator Cullom replied there 
was not the slightest danger of such ac- 
tion by the Republicans. They are not 
in the habit of ruining business. While 
they were in power business was pros- 
perous. It was not until the Democrats 
came into power and began their tariff 
tinkering that trade and commerce were 
paralyzed and the wage-workers were 
robbed; that wages went down, and 
factories were closed, and that want 
of confidence and panic set in. 
The 


Democrats have had the monopoly of the 
trade-ruin business, but, as Senator 
Cullom remarked, when the party re- 
turns to power it will "revise and reduce 
tariff duties whenever the constantly 
Changing conditions of commerce and 
of the revenues of the government show 
it to be advisable and necessary," just as 
it has done in the past without in any 
way disturbing the business conditions 
of the country. 
Senator Cullom's an- 


swer was complete, and should reassure 
Grocer MacVeagh even if Scholar Mac- 
Veagh is silly enough to disbelieve the 
grocer. 


Mr. MacVeagh's second question was 


whether the Republicans would re- 
enact the McEinley tariff bill. 
It is 


evident Mr. MacVeagh thought this 
question would be a poser, but, as 
might have been expected, Senator 
Cullom declined to speak in his of- 
ficial capacity for the Republican party 
or for Republican members of congress 
so far in advance. 
The Senator, how- 


ever, did not hesitate to give Mr. Mac- 
Veagh his unofficial opinion, and that 
was that it would not be re enactd as 
it stood on the statute books, for the 
sufficient reason that business condi- 
tions have changed since it became a 
law, and that a new law would be drawn 
in accordance with the policy of protec- 
tion to American industries and Amer- 
ican wage workers, and so carried out 
that no foreigner would get an advan- 
tage over an American citizen. Mean- 
time Senator Cullom was prepared to 
say that in formulating a new law he 
should advise as the first stop the reduc- 
tion of the duties upon fifty-one articles 
"upon which the new Democratic meas- 
ure of tariff reform has increased the 
duties above the rates fixed in the Mc- 
Kinley act," notwithstanding the declar- 
ation of the Democratic platform that 
all protection is fraud and robbery. 


Mr. MacVeagh's third question was 


whether the Republicans would accept 
the new Democratic bill as a finality or

Last night a large and cultured audi- 


ence assembled at the Christian taber- 
nacle to hear the HOD. J. J. Ingalls, the 
brilliant platform or«tor,whofor eighteen 
years ably represented the state of 
Kansas in the United States senate. 
There were nearly 800 people out to hear 
the gentleman, who in appearance is very 
ike his pictures which have appeared 
n the magazines and newspapers. Ev- 
erybody expected to be entertained and 
ihey were not disappointed. Mr. In- 
galls spoke for an hour and a quarter. 
At the close of the lecture quite a num- 
ber of people had the privilege of meet- 
ng Mr. Ingalls. He left the city this 
morning for Kansas, where he will re- 
sume his campaign work for the Bepub- 
ican ticket. 


THE LECTURE. 


Rev. Geo P. Hall introduced the dis- 


inguished lecturer In a felicitous man- 
ner, referring incidentally to the great 
state of Kansas and her energetic peo- 
ple.Mr. Ingalls was enthusiastically re- 
ceived and said that a later date for the 
ecture would have pleased him better 
as he was engaged in the heat of the 
campaign in his state. He said: "Every- 
body has heard of Kansas and nearly 
everybody has lived there sometime or 
other. (Applause and laughter.) 
The 


peculiar feature of Kansas is its antithe- 
ses. When it is cold the mercury drops 
Out of sight in the bnlb and when it is 
lot they can't make the thermometer 
tubes long enough. 
When it is dry, 
water becomes (like beer and whisky in a 
prohibition state)—a natural curiosity; 
and when it is wet we become amphibi- 
ous and web footed. It is a fascinating 
state. No man who has ever lived there 
forswears allegiance. Something always 
calls him back., He may wander for 
awhile but he will return t» Kansas, 
whose bright sky is a smile, and whose 
soil is a caress. The only difference be-

eft me. (Laughter.) Hfe left and I got 
eft. 
Mr. Hall will always be welcome 


ihould he return, as we remember him 
'or his energy and good work. 


"De Toqueville says that without vir- 
ue and intelligence a republic is impos- 
sible. We have had some remarkable 
object lessons of the danger of ignorance 
and crimes to public institutions. I am 
'lad to attest my faith in the conserva- 
ive forces which must prevail if the re- 
public survives. • 


'At supper at a hotel in the town 


where Dartmouth College is located I 
met three young men who were students 
of that institution. One of them said 
that he recognized me by the caricatures 
which he had seen of me in the funny 
japers. I said that I was the only pub- 
ic man to whom caricatures did not do 
an injustice. [Laughter.] The young 
nen told me that they know so little of 
;he fundamental principlesof the parties 
,hat they did not know which party to 
vote for. Now mind you that these 
were educated young men—educated 
n classics, mathematics and philoso- 
phy, but 
uninstructed in 
politics. 


Ultimately all questions except those of 
conscience and theology are brought 
:o the ballot-box for solution. 
But 


here is one point in which Americans of 
all parties need not differ and that is our 
>ublic school system. That has such a 
icld on the affections of the people that 
my organization which seeks to destroy 
it will be ground into powder. There is 
an absolute neglect .and indifference of 
die American people as to their political 
rights, duties and obligations. Every 
question of life except conscience and 
;heology comes to the ballot-box, and 
:here are indications of these coming to 
.he ballot-box. Every question of wages 
ind markets, prices, education, and even 
the home must come to the ballot-box 
'or settlement, Every man and every 
woman should be a politician; all should 
»e politicians in the sense of taking 
a constant, patient and patriotic interest 
in public affairs. By that I do not 
mean an office-seeker, but one continu 
illy intereoted in public affairs. I be 
Jove that the active participation of 
every intelligent man and woman in the 
country in its public questions would be 
of distinct advantage. I speak of the 
advantage to the public. I do not say 
that this would be of advantage to the 
women. (Applause.) * * * * I re- 
cently told Susan B. Anthony that I 
thought the women would vote when 
they wanted to,but that I believed when 
the final test came the difficulty would 
be in the indifference of the women. My 
wife, mother, sisters and daughters have 
never told me they wanted to vote, al- 
though they have instructed me about 
everything else that they want ^Laugh- 
ter.] I believe that other American 
women are much the same. Whenever 
they want to vote they will rote. They 
have succeeded in getting-about every- 
thing they have ever wanted in thii 
world since the first Adam and Eve one 
the apple and the serpent. [Laughter., 
George Washington warned the people 
of the dangers of partisanship, but we 
now believe that the greatest safety for 
the republic consists in holding one o! 
the two great parties responsible for the 
government and in having these parties 
so nearly evenly balanced that they.wil 
be compelled to put their best men 
to the front. 
Illinois has never 


occupied so prominent a place in 
national affairs as it occupied during 
the famous Lincoln-Douglas campaign 
Ohio ana Indiana have wielded their 
great influence through the fact thai 
they were evenly divided and there were 
great contests and hard fighting. Wedo 
not believe that there is an absolute 
monopoly of the good or bad in any 
political part/. The historian who wii 
henceforth write the history of this 19th 
century will be impartial sod will admi 
that there were some bad HMD in the Bs- 
publican party—not many but now aw 
then one.

AN OLD-TIME HANGING, 


It WM Hade a Gala Occasion and Helped 
Trade. 


Executions were notithen restricted, 


as they now are, to the prison yard, in 
the presence of a limited number of 
witnesses, but were celebrated con- 
spicuously on an open field, before «a 
large and often rollicking and tumul- 
tuous crowd of spectators. 


Such a body I remember to have seen 


gathered on such an amphitheater 
more than sixty years ago to witness 
the hanging of a murderer. The man 
'was a farm hand, and well known. 
When under the influence of strong 
drink he was sullen, truculent, and 
dangerous; but tvhen sober, he was so 
proverbially quiet and 
inoffensive 


that 
he 
was 
the 
easy-going 


butt of his assoaiates. While at work 
one day in harvest-time, mowing a 
meadow near town, he drank freely, 
and became tipsy; whereupon one of 
his comrades indulged inlong-continned 
and rough horse-play at his expense, 
till in an access of passion inflamed by 
rum he turned upon his tormentor and 
slew him on the spot. Of course he was 
immediately arrested, and never shall 
I forget the wave of horror that swept 
over the little town when the news of 
the murder was bruited, and the victim 
was carried to the home of his parents 
on a barn door. 
During the trial 


of 
the homicide 
the 
courthouse 


was crowded to overflowing with 
people, who flocked in from the 
country for miles around to listen to 
the grewsome details of the slaying, 
and to gaze upon the murderer as he 
was escorted to and fro by the consta- 
bles between the jail and the court- 
bouse. For several days immediately 
preceding the hanging (that was before 
the day of railroads, it should be re- 
called (multitudes from the country for 
twenty and more miles around flocked 
to the town to see the execution, and 
some of them "to turn an honest pen- 
ny." On the fatal Friday the "Big 
Field" surrounding the gallows was 
fringed with booths and tents for the 
sale of cakes, pies, small beer and other 
refreshments, interspersed at frequent 
intervals with farmers1 wagons laden 
with watermelons, mnskmelons, ap- 
ples, peaches and other fruit, the enter- 
jprising venders of which drove a brisk 
trade under the very shadow of the 
fatal tree. It was estimated that on 
that tragic summer day over twenty- 
£ve thousand people, a large propor- 
tion of whom were women and chil- 
dren, were clustered around the gallows 
to witness the dying throes of the 
wretched man. And, thoug-htless boy 
though I \vas, I was shocked by the 
horrible indifference to the dread event 
for that poor soul which was mani- 
fested, and by the still more horrible 
jesting, profanity and drunken com- 
t>ato that were indulged in. It was a 
saturnalia of brntishness and indiffer- 
ence never to be forgotten.—CBarles D. 
Deshler, in Harper's Magazine.

BRILLIANT WANDERER. 


The RUtorlo Comet Which Appeared the 
Fint Tear of the War. 


The wonderful "War Comet" of 1861 


sprang so suddenly into view and 
blazed as to astonish the astronomers 
»nd frighten those nnlearned in come- 
tary lore half out of their wits. The 
•nnlearned declared that the civil war, 
which was just getting well under 
headway, must have something to do 
with it. However this may be, it burst 
iforth, unheraled and uninvited, shin- 
ing with greater brilliancy and magni- 
tude than any phenomena of a similar 
nature which that generation had ever 
Been. On the night of July 3 of that 
year tt exhibited a most wonderful 
spectacle. In the evening the nucleus 
did not appear to be larger than a star 
of the first or second magnitude. As 
the small hours of the morning, ap- 
proached, however, the nucleus visibly 
increased in both magnitude and 
brilliancy. The tail waved back and 
forth 
over our little world in a 


most threatening manner, at times 
sending rays almost to the zenith. On 
the morning of July S the astronomers 
announced through the daily papers 
that the head of the great comet was 
only separated from the earth by a dis- 
tance of 12,000,000 miles. According to 
a report sent out from the Cambridge 
observatory the comet appears to have 
passed ite ascending node between the 
37th and the 29th of June, in longitude 
379 degrees, the longitude of the earth 
being 377 degrees at the same time. 


On October 10 its tail extended over a 


space of 50,000,000 miles, and at several 
points was not less than 10,000,000 mile° 
in width. 


At first it was generally conceded 


that it was the famous comet of 
1556, 


the one which caused Emperor Charles 
V. of France to reiign his imperial 


1 throne, he taking it to be a warning 


kfron» God. All surmises were subse- 


ntly set at rest by the discovery

Weights of Metals. 


Cast iron weights 444 pounds to the 


cubic foot, and a 1-inch square bar will 
sustain a weight of 16,500 pounds; 
bronze, weight 525 pounds, tenacity 
36,000; wrought 
iron, weight 480, 


tenacity 50,000; hard "struck" steel, 
weight 490, tenacity 78,000; aluminum, 
weight 168, tenacity 26.000. We are ac- 
customed to think of metals as being 
stronger than wood, and so they are, 
generally speaking, if only pieces, of 
the same size be tested. When equal 
weights of the two materials be com- 
pared, it is then found that several 
varieties of wood are stronger than 
ordinary steel. A bar of pine just ae 
heavy as a bar of steel an inch square 
will hold up 125,000 pounds; the -best 
ash 175,000 pounds, and some hemlock 
800,000 pounds. Wood is bulky. It oc- 
cupies 10 or 12 times the space of steel. 
The best castings made for the United 
States navy have a tenacity of 65,000 to 
75,000 pounds to the square inch. By 
solidifying such castings under great 
pressure, a tensile strength of 80,000 to 
150,000 pounds may be obtained.—Rail- 
way Eeview.

FOUGHT AT THE MOUTH OF THE YiLD. 


Early Reports of the Completeness of 


the Japanese Victory More Than 


Borne Out—Losses in the 


Ping Yang Battle. 


Japaneae Account of the Great Naval 


Battle. 
, 


LOXDOX, Sept. 21.—The Japanese 


legation here received a dispatch from 
Tokio yesterday morning stating that 
the Japanese fleet at 1 o'clock in the 
afternoon of September 1C, met eleven 
Chinese war ships and six torpedo 
1x>atB thirty-five milej northeast of 
Hal Yang Tao and that in the ensuing 
battle four of the Chinese ships were 
sunk and one was burned. 


It was at first assumed that this dis- 


patch gave the result of another bat- 
tle than the one fought off the mouth 
of the Yalu river, but a later dispatch 
from Tokio to the Central News, 
though differing somewhat in respect 
of details, makes it clear that it is the 
Yaln engagement that is treated of. 


According to the Central News ad- 


Tices, at noon on September 17, instead 
of 1 p. m. on September 16. as stated 
in the dispatch to the Japanese lega- 
tion, nine Japanese war ships, convoy- 
ing two armed transports, sighted 
twelve Chinese war ships and six gun- 
boats. 


The fighting began by an attack 


upon three Chinese warships, which- 
were sunk. As the figh ting progressed 
another Chinese war ship was set on 
fire and destroyed, but the remaining 
eight, only one of which was unin- 
jured, together with the six gunboats, 
succeeded in getting away. 
The 


Japanese war ships Matsnshiraa and 
Ei Yei were slightly damaged, and one 
of the armed transports was seriously 
crippled, but none of the Japanese 
ships were lost. The Japanese loss 
was twenty men known to have been 
killed and forty-six wounded. 


The big guns of the battleship Chen 


Yuen were disabled, but she continued 
to use her(smaller guns. The vessels 
of both fleets worked very easily under 
steam, and the Japanese were con- 
stantly maneuvering but the Chinese 
held their original position. Suddenly 
two Japanese cruisers, believed to 
have been the Akitsushima and the 
Yoshino, endeavored to break the line. 
They were followed by three torpedo 
boats. As the Japanese ships advanced 
at full speed the Chinese ships Chang 
Yuen and Chao Yung backed full speed 
astern to avoid disaster. The Japanese 
torpedo boats fired, but their pro- 
jectiles were stopped by nets. The 
guns of the other Chinese ships were 
quickly trained on the two Japanese 
cruisers, and they retired after a short 
time almost helpless. The Chinese de- 
clare they were sunk. 


The Ching Yuen was several times 


pieiced by shells. The Choa Yung run 
ashore while retreating, and became a 
target for the Japanese guns until she 
was set on fire. The Ching Yuen was 
in a terrible plight. A shell burst 
through her decks and she slowly 
foundered, while flames burst from all 
parts of her. The Tsi Yuen withdrew 
from the first into the second column. 


The Chinese torpedo boats vainly-at- 


tempted to put the Japanese on the de- 
fensive, but the Japanese remained the 
aggressors throughout, although two 
or three attempts to break the Chinese 
line were repulsed. The cruiser Yang 
Wei went ashore stern formost, and 
met a fate similar to that of the Choa 
Yung. After the first three hours of 
the engagement the firing was inter- 
mittent

The Mew* of the Naval Battle at the Jap- 
anese Legation. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—Official in- 


formation is obtained here of the 
United Press report that four Chinese 
vessels were sunk and one burned in 
the recent naval battle. The state- 
ment in the first account of the battle 
that three Japanese vessels had gone 
down was doubted by the officials of 
the Japanese legation, because no ves- 
sels in the Japanese navy had names 
such as those given. One of the ships 
was called the Saiko and it was 
thought that this might mean the Jap- 
anese vessel Saiko which had been used 
as a transport between Shang-Hai and 
Yokohama. 


Naturally elated over the success of

and as good naval vessels are not 
built in a day, the chances for aug- 
menting her naval force are very small 
indeed.

victory off Hai Yang Tao, Japan has 
obtained fall possession of the gulf of 
Pechil—which is the key to an inva- 
sion of the ' Flowery Kingdom. A 
strong Japanese fleet stationed there 
stands little chance of being routed, 
and Japanese troops can be landed in 
China and Corea without serious dan- 
irer. With the Chinese northern fleet 
crippled and the southern fleet of lit-

That it was a finality in that case 
under the agreement was quite plain

The opinion displayed a great dea 


of ingenuity in manufacturing a de- 
fense of a false position. The arbitra 
tors themselves held that the issue o 
bonds was a continuing trust and ye 
said the defendants did not act a 
trustees. On this point the bar of th 
county disagreed with them and hel 
that the arbitrators, like other grea 
men, for once had made a mistake. 


The speaker replied to Judge Burke' 


citation in a case where a prospectu 
said one thing and the mortgage an 
other, and in his caustic remark 
stirred up Judge Burke so that he ha< 
to interject a disclaimer. 


Gov. 
Foraker said: 
"Is it law or 


honesty j equity or justice, to borrow 
money on » sacred trust and then con 
vert it to one's own private end? Could 
a man borrow money on a vacant lot 
givintr a mortgage thereon, in whicl 
it was stated that the money should be 
used to erect a hou'se and improve -the 
security, and in the face of this writ- 
ten contract pocket the money, fail to 
build the house for four years, and then 
set up the statute of limitations agains 
the prosecution for the steal? And yet 
thU is what the defendants sought to 
do. 


The speaker next entered upon a de 


fense of the New York courts, whose 
integrity, he said, had been impugnet 
by Judge Burke and his argument. 


Judge Burke here interrupted Mr. 


Foraker, and denied that in his argu 
ment he had impugned the integrity 
of the New York court, or had any 
such intention. 


Foraker then said that the decision 


of that court, whether right or wrong, 
muet, be accepted as an honest one 
even though against Burke. 'Three 
courts had decided the issues raised in 
the case, while Burke was leaning 
upon the finding of the arbitrators 
alone, learned in their professional 
honorable men, but only human and 
able to err. 
Gov. Foraker said that if he had ar- 


jued to any purpose, he had shown 
that it was a continuing trust, which 
had never been renounced by anyone, 
not even by Burlce himself until he 
lied his answer in the Belden case in 
1890, and less than four yeans ago when 
Burke claims the statute of limita- 
tion began to run. Mr. Foraker said 
Burke claimed that the Hocking Valley 
railroad was able to pay these bonds, 
but the speaker maintained that this 
did not relieve Mr. Burke or right the 
wrong which he and his associates or 
co-conspirators had committed through 
deceit and fraud practiced upon the 
tondholders, who advanced the money 
on the good bonds. 


Mr. Booth, following the ex-gov- 


;rnor, was emphatic in his denuncia- 
tion of modern methods of financial 
railway wrecking, which was ruining 
''ortunes at home and running Amer- 
ican securities down lower and lower 
each year in foreign markets. 
He 


sailed the transaction in question 
n this case "stealing" and pitied 
Judge Burke that all the defense he 
could make was that he had been 
cured of it in one court, and that 
ought to suffice. It was a case of mta- 
lirected genius, he said, this skill- 
ul plundering of other people's prop- 
erty through peculiar laws of corpora- 
tions. 
The courts ought to brush 


aside 
the 
flimsy 
veil 
of 
tech- 


nicalities behind which these scoun- 
irelswere accustomed to find refuge 
and drag them forth to justice. It was 
ligh time this was done. The capital- 
st of all civilized nations were watch- 
ing the outcome of this suit, the first 
.ttempt to have the courts protect the 
ntereats of innoeent investors, and 
compel those who have robbed them to 
restore what they have taken.
